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HEROIC charity fund¬ 
raiser Liam Fairhurst 
has died at the age of 14 
following a four-year 
battle with cancer. 

Liam, who lived in So- 
ham, died peacefully at 
home on Tuesday, surr¬ 
ounded by his family. 

The Soham Village College 
pupil had raised more than 
£320,000 for children’s cancer 
care charity CLIC Sargent 
despite battles against tumours 
in his leg and lung. 

Liam’s family described him as 
a “beacon of hope”, while CLIC 
Sargent hailed his “determin¬ 
ation and courage”. 

Liam’s bravery earned him 
plaudits such as meetings with 
Prince William and the Prime 
Minister, the accolade of “Child 
of Courage” at the Pride of Brit¬ 
ain Awards, and the title of “Most 
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Courageous Child” at the Cam¬ 
bridge News Community 
Awards. 

Liam leaves his mother and 
father, Mark and Sarah, and a 
brother, Callum. 

His family said in a statement: 
“Liam was a light that shone in 
our lives and stood as a beacon 
of hope, courage and inspiration 
to so many people. The legacy he 
leaves behind will far outweigh 
the grief and emptiness we feel 
at this time. We would like to 
take this opportunity to thank 
everyone for the support they 
have shown our family over the 
last four years.” 

Sarah Talbot-Williams, acting 
chief executive of CLIC Sargent, 
said: “It is with deep sadness that 
we received the news that Liam 
has passed away. Liam was a 


remarkable young man and 
despite his own battle with 
cancer, he was always so focused 
on how he could help and 
support others in a similar 
situation. 

“He chose to do that by raising 
money for CLIC Sargent services, 
which help so many children 
and young people with cancer, 
like Liam. 

“To raise more than £320,000 
for CLIC Sargent is an out¬ 
standing achievement. Liam’s 
determination and courage is a 
continuing inspiration and 
motivation to us, his local 
community, celebrities and the 
media alike.” 

Liam began his fundraising 
campaign in December 2006 
when his best friend and fellow 
cancer sufferer, Jack Wilkinson, 
died at the age of 12. 

Liam started with a mile- 
long sponsored swim - despite 
synovial sarcoma in his leg 


meaning he could not walk 
that distance. 

He then persuaded a panel of 
millionaires, including Lord 
Archer and Duncan Bannatyne 
to donate more than £50,000 to 
fund a CLIC Sargent holiday 
home on the ITV show Fortune: 
The Million Pound Giveaway. 

In March 2007, Liam was 
diagnosed with cancer in his 
lung - but immediately set a 
fundraising target of £100,000. 

Then in June that year, his 
fundraising achievements were 
recognised with a Diana Award, 
presented by Gordon Brown. 

Liam smashed his £100,000 
target in July 2007 and in August 
2008 was voted “Britain’s Kindest 
Kid” in a Five News/Charities 
Aid Foundation competition. 

In October 2008, he was given a 
Child of Courage Award, presen¬ 
ted by Sir Richard Branson and 
Rebecca Adlington, at the Pride of 
Britain Awards in London.

Cllr Tony Simmons, district 
council member champion for 
the environment, said: “Noth¬ 
ing reflects more adversely on a 
fast food outlet than irrespon¬ 
sible customers leaving their 
cartons on the pavement. 

“I welcome this voluntary 
code which means that outlets 
will work with us to educate the 
public about litter and, hope¬ 
fully, improve the environment 
for all.” 

Cllr fane Bailey, Mayor of 
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Newmarket, said: “We’re ab¬ 
solutely delighted to have these 
businesses on board. It’s part of 
our initiative to help promote 
the town and make it a better 
place for people to come and 
visit and spend money in the 
shops.” 

The town and district 
councils have faced criticism 
from some businesses over a 
clampdown on unauthorised 
advertising signs and tables 
and chairs on the pavement. 

But Cllr Bailey said: “We’re 
not against the businesses. 
We’re trying to help them.” 

She said the Clean Up 
scheme was part of the town 
council’s three-year plan to 
improve the town. 

She said she was disap¬ 
pointed fast food outlets that 
are part of national chains had 
not so far signed up to the code. 

But she said: “It’s important 
for the small local businesses to 
be on board because they are 
the life blood of the town.”

Woman left 35 animals 
without food and water 


A WOMAN has been convicted of 
neglecting 35 pets including cats, hens, 
rabbits and guinea pigs. 

Claire McPherson, 36, now living in 
Bury Road, Newmarket, had denied 
charges, brought by the RSPCA, that 
she failed to meet the welfare needs of 
the animals. 

Magistrates at Wisbech heard that 
RSPCA officials seized the animals 
from her previous address in March 
Road, Wimblington, in September last 
year. 

They took away seven hens, two 
rabbits, two guinea pigs, a cockatiel, 
two budgies, four hamsters, two rats, 
four mice and 11 cats, magistrates 
heard. 

McPherson was charged with failing 


to provide an adequate diet and a 
suitable environment for the animals. 

The RSPCA said the animals had 
been left for periods of at least 48 hours 
without food and water. 

Two dead mice were found in a dirty 
glass cage with a live mouse. Nine of 
the cats were in a bedroom which had 
excrement on the floor. Four hens were 
in an outhouse with no ventilation. 

McPherson said she had left the 
animals after a dispute with 
neighbours. 

RSPCA inspector Ion Knight said: 
“The conditions the animals were left 
in were filthy and not at all suitable.” 

McPherson is due to be sentenced at 
Wisbech Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday, luly 28.

Murder suspect 
appears In court

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A MAN accused of mur¬ 
dering a Newmarket 
Leisure Centre fitness 
instructor has been 
remanded in custody by a 
judge. 

Previously John McFarlane, 
40, had been held at a secure 
psychiatric unit in Norfolk 
after being charged last week. 

But Ipswich Crown Court 
was told that following an 
alleged incident at the Norvic 
Clinic, in Norfolk, on Monday, 
he was no longer able to be 
detained there under the 
terms of the Mental Health 
Act. 

McFarlane, who was 
arrested in Bockhill Road, 



Bury St Edmunds, is charged 
with the murder of Mary 
Griffiths. 

Ms Griffiths, 38, the mother 
of three daughters, was found 
seriously injured with a stab 


wound at her home in 
Bullrush Crescent, Bury St 
Edmunds, on May 6. She was 
taken to the West Suffolk 
Hospital but later died. 

A group of people, some 
clutching pictures of Ms 
Griffiths, filled the public 
gallery as McFarlane made his 
first appearance at Crown 
court. He had previously 
made a brief appearance 
before magistrates. 

McFarlane, bearded and 
wearing a black T-shirt and 
trousers, spoke only to 
confirm his name at the 
preliminary hearing. 

John Goodman, appearing 
for McFarlane, said that at this 
stage the application for a 
remand into custody was not 
being contested and he was 
not applying for bail. 

Judge John Devaux said 


McFarlane would be brought 
back to court on August 2f 
when he would be asked to 
enter his plea to the charge. 

Ms Griffiths had worked as 
a fitness coach at leisure 
centres in Newmarket, Bury St 
Edmunds and Stowmarket. 

A funeral mass for Ms 
Griffiths was held last week at 
St Edmunds Catholic Church, 
at which friends and family, 
some who had travelled from 
Ireland for the service, 
gathered to pay their respects. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission has 
begun an investigation into 
the way Suffolk Police dealt 
with initial calls from Ms 
Griffiths in which she 
expressed concerns for her 
safety before she was fatally 
injured.

Between November 2005 and March 
2008, Lilley claimed thousands of 
pounds in housing and council tax 
benefits he was not entitled to by 
pretending he was unemployed. 

The conviction has sparked a warning 
from East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and its working bodies. 

fohn Kirk, compliance team manager 
at Anglia Revenues Partnership, said: 
“Benefit fraud is not a victimless crime - 
it is the taxpayer who has to pay for 
benefits cheats. 

“The judgment handed down in court 
this week should act as a real deterrent 
to anyone who thinks they can get away 
with claiming money they are not 
entitled to. 

“We have a team of officers who are 
determined to track down anyone who is 
trying to defraud you and the district 
council. 

“Often it is intelligence-led 
investigations which are the most 
successful and lead to the conviction of 
people who are breaking the law. 

“I would encourage anyone who has 
information that someone is claiming 
benefits illegally to please let us know - 
you will be helping the council and your 
council tax bill in the process.”

They 
have also appealed for anyone 
who may have seen the cars 
shortly before the collision, which 
happened around 7.20pm.

The incident happened near the Warren Lodge 
off Thetford Road, Mildenhall. 

The man, believed to be in his early 20s, had 
earlier walked past the women fully clothed. 

They turned round moments later to see he 
had stripped and was mnning towards them. 

One of the women shouted and the man 
stopped before mnning off carrying his clothes. 

He is described as a white man in his early 20s, 
about 5ft 5in tall and slim with short dark hair. 
He had been wearing a dark-coloured T-shirt, 
blue jeans and a metal necklace.

A CASE of swine flu has 
been confirmed at a 
Newmarket school.

It is understood that one 
pupil has been diagnosed 
with the H1N1 virus and 
there is a second pupil who 
is suspected of having it. 

It is the first confirmed 
case of swine flu in New¬ 
market. 

The HPA said there were 
another 14 cases diag¬ 
nosed in the East region on 
Tuesday bringing the total 
number of cases in the 
region to 326.

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A CLOSED-down Wool- 
worths is set to reopen 
as part of the QD dis¬ 
count store chain. 

Community leaders have 
welcomed the announcement 
that the store in Newmarket 
High Street is set to reopen at 
the end of August. 

QD has announced that it 
will be refurbishing the 
building, which has been 
empty since Woolworths 
closed just after Christmas. 

Around 25 new jobs, full¬ 
time and part-time, will be 
created and the company is 
expecting a flood of applicants 
when it holds an open day on 
Wednesday, July 22, at the 
White Hart Hotel, in the High 
Street. 

Details of jobs on offer, 
together with application 
forms, will be available bet¬ 
ween 10am and 6pm. Recruit¬ 


ment interviews will be held 
over the next two days. 

A similar recruitment 
exercise for a store in Welling¬ 
borough, Northamptonshire, 
attracted more than 1,800 
people and more than 600 
attended interviews for jobs at 
a new store in Boston, 
Lincolnshire. 

The chain previously had a 


branch in Burleigh Street, 
Cambridge. 

Justin Farrington Smith, 
managing director of QD, said: 
“No-one could have foreseen 
just how far-reaching the 
impact of QD’s growth would 
be. 

“Apart from the obvious 
benefits these new stores 
bring to the local community, 


in terms of creating jobs, 
boosting the recession-hit 
high street and attracting 
more custom to many busi¬ 
nesses in the surrounding 
area, there’s been massive 
interest from the national 
media looking for some good 
news to report amidst the 
pervading gloom, which is all 
very positive.” 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chair¬ 
man of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, last week 
suggested that the empty 
building could be used by the 
town’s library and Citizens 
Advice Bureau. 

He said: “I’m very pleased to 
hear that the building is being 
returned to commercial use. 
To see a store of that size 
empty in the High Street is not 
a good thing.” 

Cllr Jane Bailey, New¬ 
market’s mayor, said: “I’m 
delighted to see that someone 
wants to come into New¬ 
market with a new business, 
especially in a recession. It’s 
very welcome and we hope it’s 
a great success.”

GARDENING 


Hassle-free options 
for summer watering 


AS CONTAINER plants 
begin to flourish and 
hanging baskets start to 
look their best, it's the 
watering that’s the hassle. 
It’s the most time-consuming 
chore of summer, especially if 
you have loads of pots. 

Many of us use drought-tolerant 
plants such as geraniums, 
agapanthus, alliums, 
phormiums, euphorbias, hebes, 
verbascum and nepeta to ease 
the burden of watering, and 
most established shrubs and 
perennials need less watering 
because their roots go deep 
enough to find moisture. 

If you don’t want to be limited in 
the plants you choose, you can 
install automatic irrigation 
systems. 

Choose a system which has a 
supply pipe that carries the 
water around the garden, and 
micro-tubing that can be fitted 
with individual nozzles which 
drip water at an even rate. 

Starter kits are available for self- 
assembly, and you can add extra 
pipes and nozzles later to extend 
the system. 

Connect the system to an 
outside tap and turn it on and 
off by hand, or add a timing 
device to do it automatically. 

The busy gardener should focus 
only on plants that need 
watering - those in containers 
and newly-planted specimens in 
borders, which will need to be 
kept moist until they are 
established. 

Don’t get the hosepipe out to 
water your borders in full sun on 
a hot day as lightly spraying the

surface does no good at all, and 
in any case very few areas of the 
garden need watering daily. 
Some vegetables will also need 
regular watering as they 
develop. Peas and beans should 
be watered frequently when the 
pods start to swell, while 
tomatoes and courgettes are 
also thirsty plants and need 
plenty of water as the fruit 
develops. With tomatoes, don’t 
go days without watering and 
then drench them. If you do, the 
base of the fruit is likely to split 
or the tomatoes may develop 
blossom-end rot - a dry, hard 
brownish coat at the base of the 
fruit which will ruin them. 

Leafy crops such as lettuce are 
less likely to bolt if they are kept 
moist, while tubers, such as 
potatoes, will need water 
throughout the growing season. 
Light watering is not the answer 
for most plants, as it just wets 
the surface of the soil - which 
encourages shallow rooting - 
and also evaporates more 
quickly. 

In hot weather, water in early 
morning or evening to reduce 
evaporation, and try to keep it 
around the base of the stem. 


Aim water at the roots of trees by 
inserting a section of drainpipe 
filled with gravel next to the tree, 
and then pouring water down 
that - it should go directly where 
it’s needed. 

Make a ridge of soil around 
shrubs which will hold the water 
in place as it soaks in. For plants 
in rows or smaller plants, install 
a seep hose. 

Alternatively, sink a plastic 
flower pot into the ground next 
to a plant which is likely to need 
watering and fill it up, which 
directs the water under the 
surface to the rooting zone of the 
plant. 

On the patio, you can buy 
equipment which will save time 
on watering by hand. 

Line porous containers with 
polythene before planting, but 
don’t cover the drainage holes. 
There are also self-watering 
containers with a reservoir built 
into the base and a wick 
connecting the reservoir to the 
compost. 

Stand summer pots on pot 
saucers so at least some of the 
water which has drained out will 
remain at the base and hopefully 
still seep up into the soil. 

A few easy changes to your 
watering habits should mean 
you can still enjoy your garden 
without having the hose out all 
the time. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Lavender (Lavandula) 

It’s a classic cottage-garden 
favourite, perfect for edging 
borders and herb gardens, with 
its aromatic fragrance and pretty 
purple flowers. One of the best 
for a low, informal hedge is L 
angustifolia ‘Hidcote’, covered in 
purple flowers which attract bees 
in summer. The scent is released 
as you brush past it. If you want 
something slightly different, try 
French lavender (L stoechas 
subspecies pedunculata), which 
grows to around two feet (60cm) 
and bears dark purple flower 
spikes topped by bright purple 
bracts which look like rabbits 
ears. This is more effective in 
sheltered shrub borders, hot and 
dry sites, rock gardens and wild 
areas. If you want an alternative 
colour for your lavender, try 
‘Loddon Pink’ with its soft, pink 
flowers. All lavender benefits 
from being lightly trimmed after 
flowering and then again in 
spring, but don’t cut in to old 
wood or it won’t recover. 

THREE WAYS TO... 

Keep crops weed-free 

1. Use a hand fork to weed in 
between crops without 
damaging them. If you do it 
regularly, it should become less 
of a problem. 

2. Place an organic mulch of 
straw around crops, which 
suppresses weed growth and also 
looks attractive. 

3. For large areas, use landscape 
fabric or black plastic over the 
soil to block out light and plant 
crops in holes cut through it.

GREEN technology bosses 
have won a multi-million 
pound grant to build a 
futuristic fleet of electric 
cars. 

Government business 
innovation body the 
Technology Strategy Board 
awarded the North East 
consortium of academics and 
vehicle manufacturers £3.9 
million to help speed the 
introduction of viable electric 
passenger vehicles on the 
region’s roads. 

The consortium of Nissan, 
Smith Electric Vehicles in 
partnership with LTI and 
Ford, AVID Vehicles, Liberty 
Electric Cars, Newcastle 
University and One North 
East, was one of eight winners 
from across the country of the 
Government’s Ultra Low 
Carbon Vehicle Demonstrator 
competition. 

It will see an initial 35 
passenger vehicles developed 
and trialled in the region. 

The performance and use of 
the vehicles, which include 15 
Nissan cars, 10 Smith electric 
taxis, five Smith people 
carriers, a Smith executive 
minibus, two AVID saloon 
cars and two Liberty urban 
Range Rovers, alongside a 
network of charging points, 
will be monitored by 
Newcastle University’s 
Transport Operations 
Research Group. 

The consortium will be 
trialling the vehicles 
technically, observing how 
they influence travel patterns 
and how people use them in 
the region, alongside an 
extensive education and 
awareness-raising campaign. 

Technology Strategy Board 
head of innovation platforms 
Heidi Lovelock said the 
consortium was part of the 
world’s largest co-ordinated 
electric vehicle trial. 

She said: “What we may 
find as we look to the future is 
increasing use in cities of 
electric vehicles to reduce 
pollution and reduce 
congestion. 

“We need to break down 
some of the preconceptions 
about the ownership and use 
of electric vehicles. 

“We might - I’m not saying 
we will - but we might end up 
seeing a city owning a fleet of 
electric vehicles that 


everybody uses for 
commuting whereas things 
like hybrids or improved 
versions of diesel or petrol 
engines might be used by 
people for longer journeys. 

“People often criticise 
electric vehicles in the sense 
that they have a fairly short 
range still in terms of travel 
before you have to charge up, 
but we need to remember that 
93 per cent of our journeys in 
the UK are actually shorter 
than 25 miles and that 
accounts for 62 per cent of 
our carbon emissions. 

“So if we can even just 
replace the shorter journeys 
with electric vehicles we will 
have achieved quite a lot.” 

Chris Pywell, head of 
strategic economic change at 
One North East, said the 
Technology Strategy Board 
announcement was a historic 
moment for the UK. 

He said: “This is the first 
time that electric vehicles are 
to be taken seriously as a 
credible alternative to the 
internal combustion engine 
on a national and 
international scale. 

The first vehicle is expected 
to be a Smith executive 
minibus with the first trials 
centred in Newcastle and 
Gateshead, where the first 
charging points are being 
installed. The trials will then 
be moved to the Tees Valley 
area and then the wider North 
East region. 

Sian Reid, executive 
councillor for climate change 
and growth, commented: 
“We’re extremely keen on 
electric vehicles. We have set 
aisde a budget for electric 
vehicle charging points in 
multi-storey car parks across 
the city for later this year. We 
would also like to see on¬ 
street electric charging points 
around the city.” 

■ More than a third (39 per 
cent) of motorists (39 per 
cent) would buy a hybrid or 
an electric model if they had 
to buy a new car. 

The poll revealed that 
British motorists would prefer 
a hybrid car: exactly a third of 
respondents (33 per cent) 
would opt for it in 
comparison to the six per cent 
who would prefer to get 
behind the wheel of an 
electric car.

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Webb earns 
call-up to GB

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It’s Hat’s off as 
Ricky backs Pat 


RICKY Hatton praised Pat McAleese’s 
display as he maintained his unbeaten 
record with a hard-fought victory over Paul 
Morby in Portsmouth. 

The Newmarket boxer was making his 
first appearance on one of the former world 
light-welterweight champion’s shows as a 
promoter and had aimed to catch the eye of 
his hero at the Mountbatten Centre. 

Celebrating his 23rd birthday, McAleese 
did just that as he clinched a narrow 57-56 
victory on points over hometown fighter 
Morby in their light-middleweight 
showdown. 

Hatton said: “It was a cracking fight and 
Pat put in a good performance. 

“It was a brilliant tear-up and one of the 
highlights of the evening.” 

Despite taking on Morby, an awkward 
southpaw who had won five of his eight 
bouts, in his own backyard, McAleese 
showed no fear and came out strongly. 

He caused a sensation when putting 
Morby, 29, on the canvas late in the first 
round with a stiff straight right, but despite 
dominating the second and third sessions, 
McAleese could not finish the job within the 
distance. The Portsmouth puncher came 
back in an evenly-contested fourth round 
as both boxers went toe-to-toe. 

With McAleese never having fought 


beyond four rounds before, tiredness crept 
in to his performance and Morby took 
advantage. 

Morby caught McAleese off balance to 
send him to the deck at the start of the 
sixth and final period and the former 
England under-19 international was soon 
down again after taking a sly shove. 

However, he held on desperately before 
the referee lifted his hand at the bell. 

McAleese admitted his preparations for 
the bout had not been ideal after sustaining 
a cut above his left eye last month, limiting 
the amount of sparring he could do, and 
hoped to have a rematch with his 
opponent. 

He said: “I’d only sparred six rounds once 
and although I’ve been doing sprinting and 
running, it’s not the same. 

“It was by a long way the hardest fight 
I’ve been in. He took me to places I’ve 
never been before and I’ve learned so 
much from going six rounds with someone 
like him. I put him down with a heavy shot 
and he did well to get up from that and dug 
in deep. 

“You always like to finish early and it does 
give you confidence, but I want to get 
rounds under my belt and next time I’ll 
make sure I’m a lot fitter and get the right 
sort of sparring.”

Fanshawe seeks 
a fourth success 


JAMES Fanshawe has an enviable 
record in the £200,000 Group One Etihad 
Airways Falmouth Stakes, and the 
Newmarket trainer is hoping to enhance 
that when Spacious takes her Royal 
Ascot winning form to the July Course 
next Wednesday 

The prestigious mile contest for fillies and 
mares is the highlight on the opening day of 
Newmarket’s three-day Champagne Lanson July 
Festival, which starts on July 8. 

Fanshawe is eyeing a fourth success in the race 
that he first won with Macadamia in 2003. He 
followed up the following year with the crack 
miler Soviet Song and completed the hat-trick in 
2005 when the popular mare landed back-to-back 
triumphs. 

Spacious, a strapping filly who has inherited a 
fluent long stride from her sire Nayef, returned to 
the form of her second place in the 2008 Stan 
James-sponsored 1000 Guineas when winning the 
Group Two Windsor Forest Stakes over a mile at 
Royal Ascot on June 17. 

Fanshawe, right, revealed last week: “We are 
aiming Spacious at the Falmouth Stakes at this 


stage. I haven’t done much with her since the 
Windsor Forest, but she looks very well for her 
run and she seems in good form. 

“She was second in the 1000 Guineas last year 
and I just think that took a lot out of her. I think 
what everyone hopes is that she benefits from 
having won. She was very game at Ascot and she 
seems to have come out of the race fine. 

“She prefers a galloping track to a tight one and 
her second in the Guineas on the Rowley Mile 
suggests that the July Course will be fine for her. 

“She’s won on soft and good to firm and I think 
she just doesn’t want extremes of going.” 

The Cheveley Park Stud-owned filly is one of 28 
classy fillies and mares engaged in the 
prestigious contest. 

Among them is this year’s stanjames.com 1000 
Guineas heroine Ghanaati, triple Group One 
winner Lush Lashes and the Sir Michael 
Stoute-trained Heaven Sent, competing in the 
same ownership as Spacious. 

Leslie Harrison Memorial Nell Gwyn Stakes 
winner Fantasia may line up for Luca Cumani, 
while the Michael Bell-trained 
Moneycantbuymelove could step up to Group One 
company after winning the Listed Sandringham 
Handicap at Royal Ascot. 



Stoute will 
consider 
Arc option 

SPANISH Moon stayed on gamely for Ryan 
Moore to take top honours in the Group 
One Grand Prix de Saint-Cloud. 

Sir Michael Stoute’s entire is currently 
serving a suspension from British 
racecourses after failing to go into the 
stalls at Newmarket in May. 

Although again slightly reluctant to enter 
the traps, Moore’s partner was thankfully 
more compliant in France and was able to 
take his chance. 

Travelling nicely in behind the early 
leaders, Spanish Moon was unleashed with 
a withering run inside the final two furlongs 
and soon went to the front. 

Alpine Rose was second, while Mick 
Channon’s odds-on favourite Youmzain 
failed to pick up at a crucial stage and had 
to make do with minor honours in third. 

Stoute said: “I want to thank the French 
starters for helping him into the stalls. 

“The horse is entered in the Arc and we 
shall discuss that option.” 
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
